Body Unknown Man Taken from 


Sullivan-Kelly Ditch with Left 
Arm and Both of His Legs Tied 
Tightly Together 


Not Much Doing

yesterday morning by Police Judge 
Richardson, and three squaws, .who 
hailed from Tmekee were set to -work 
to wash the windows and do other me- 
nial duties about the city prison for 
several hours.

Yesterday morning about 9.30 
an 


Italian found the body of a man lying 
in the Sullivan-Kelly ditch, just north 
of East Fourth street and about fifty 
'yards west of the Maxson tract. The 
body was lodged in brush and was 
partly exposed in the shallow water. 


With some difficulty it was lifted out 


and conveyed to the morgue. The body 
had lost almost all semblance to hu- 
manity as the features had first bloated 
and then the flesh had sloughed away. 


The evidences of murder were 
so 


strong as to preclude any other theory 
as to the cause of the unknown man's 
death. It was evident that the mur- 
derers, f or ^ there must have been at 
least two, had tied both arms of their 
victim to his legs. 
The right hand 


had been worked loose although the 
rope held the other members. 
THe 


theory of the officers is that the man 
was alive when he was thrown into 
the water, although probably under 
the influence of a narcotic. The fact 
that he was thus tied being ample evi- 
dence. 


In life the murdered man was of 


medium stature and weight. He was' 
attired in two pair of overalls, both 
of which were blue. 
His shirt -was 


blue with white stripes. 
His shoes 


were low of the Congress make and 
ha -wore gray socks. 


A metal handled, one bladed knife 


and a red bandana handkerchief were 
found in his pockets 


The man had evidently been sub- 


merged In the water for two or three 
weeks, as the flesh was rotten and was 
sloughing off. His beard showed on 
what lemained of his face, a three 
weeks' growth, which had. probably ap- 
peared si/ice his death. 


A couple of hundred people viewed 


the horrible looking remains yesterday 
afternoon in the open lot in the roar 
of the morgue, for the stench was such 
that it could not be brought into the 
building 
It was suggested that the 


body might be that of Jack Roberts, 
who worked for Pariy and for Currie 
& Short in their livery stables.

T Is probable the administration has bitten off more than 


it can chew in the Panama matter and has gotten it-

dians Guilty 
' 


Regarding- the murder of the" man 


found in the ditch yesterday, the sher- 
iff's office is working on the following 
theory 


There is a possibility that amounts 


almost to a probability that the man 
found 
dead 
In 
the 
Sullivan-Kelly 


ditch yesterday may have been killed 
by the Piute Indians living1 within a 
hundred yards of the spot where the 
body was discovered, and the cause 
may have been that the murdered man 
was interfering with Piute mahalas. 
As is well known, the Indians will al- 
ways resent any such interference with 
their women and will not hesitate to 
strike a white man who refuses to de- 
sist. 
Should they kill a man 
they 


would undoubtedly carry him off some 
distance and keep the affaln, quiet. 


It will be remembered that a similar 


murder was committed 
in the same 


place three years ago, and the man 
was found in the ditch within fifty feet 
of where this body was discovered 
yesterday. 


I am further led to believe this will 


prove the correct solution of the mys- 
tery from the fact that anyone, who 
understands the habits and instincts of 
an Indian knows that it would be an ut- 
ter impossibility for a dead body to re- 
main for the length of time this one 
evidently has lain within a few yards 
of an Indian camp. 
It would be dis- 


covered the first day, and if they were 
not implicated would report it imme- 
diately to the authorities. 


Again, the manner in which 
this 


man was tied would indicate that 
a 


pole had been used In carrying the 
body to the place where it was found. 
Also the tying was done with baling 
rope and odd pieces of old sash cord 
many similar pieces of the latter I 
found lying about the camp yesterday 
•while investigating this theory 


It would, in my opinion, be hardly 


possible for a body to be floated a 
great distance in this ditch because 
there are so many obstructions in the 
way of bars and willows. Indeed the 
poition along the river is overhung 
with growing willows which would act 
as a barrier to retard a floating body. 


While on the ground I Interviewed a 


number of Indians and all admit that 
white men cause 
them considerable 


tiouble by'annoying their women, but 
aie very leticent about this man. They

United States Given Right of Way and

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18—Secretary 


Hay and Varilla, the minister of Pan- 
ama, signed the canal treaty tonight
